UTIOA, N . Y . , NOV. 9.—It is reported 
that a serious accident has occurred on 
the West Shore road about one mile 
west of Little Fall, and that six passen- 
ger coaches were thrown into a ditch. 
One lady is said to be killed and a num- 
ber of persons seriously injured, among 
them i^semblyman Pratt, of Rochester. 
Th® train derailed is the west bound 
Chicago and St. Louis limited. 


Train No. 57, west bound, left New 
York at 6 o'clock last night, passed Little 
Falls on time, but ran oflf the track 
about one mile west of that place at 
11:30 o'clock. 
The accident is said to 
be caused by the washout of a portion 
of the bank. 
The engine passed over 
safely, but the tender broke loose and 
ran off the track with the entire train. 
The tender was wedged into the side

A Complete Review of the Situ- 
ation.

CONSTAKTINOPLE, Nov. 9.—It is stated 
that a proposal has been made at the 
Balkan conference to appoint a tempor- 
ary government of Roumelia and request 
Prince Alexander to withdraw, pending 
a settlement of the question. 
The porte 
is arranging for a further loan of £800,- 
000 from Baron Hirsch, owing to heavy 
military expenses. 


LONDON, 
November 7.—The Irish 
question has for the moment given 
way to the religious question in Brit- 
ish politics. 
Mr. Parnell is permitted 
to go on arranging his campaign and 
nominating his candidates in Ireland, 
pretty much as he pleases, while the 
voters in England and Scotland, are 
set by the ears over the question of 
disestablishing the church. 
The con- 
troversy has became exceedingly bitter. 
It has been described as the combat of 
the established church fighting for 
life, against the dissenters struggling 
to destroy the state monoply of relig- 
ion. 
Everybody has become greatly 
interested in the contest and it is now 
thought that the result of the election 
will hinge entirely en the church ques- 
tion 
alone. 
The 
engrossing 
im- 
portance 
in 
this 
campaign, 
of 
the question of disestablishment, is 
due to preponderating influence of the 
Radicals in the liberal party. 
At the 
opening of the contest, the leaders on 
both sides acted as if they thought that 
the campaign would be fought on the 
question of foreign policy. 
It was 
soon found, however« that the con- 
servatives, having nothing better to 
offer on this issue, than their prede- 
cessors in office, must soon go to pieces 
in a political straggle, based on that 
question and the campaign was shifted 
to Irish matters. 
On these the Tories 
got the better of the Liberals and se- 
cared a co-alition with the home rulers, 
whiltt the Liberals had a chance of 
affiliating 
with 
the 
Pamellites, 
and both oomparatively ignored the 
Badioals. The latter therefore opened a 
campaign on their own account and 
made a promiie to work for disestab- 
Vmhmm% m thi M t b»|»orkaBt pledge 


latter had raised the issue of disestab- 
lishment to snch prominence, that it 
could not be removed from the contro- 
versy. 
Mr. Gladstone was compelled 
therefore, in securing an alliance with 
the Radicals, to leave such Radical 
and Liberal candidates as were already 
in nomination, free to remain steadfast 
to 
their 
pledge. 
So 
many 
of 
these 
candidates 
had 
pledged 
themselves 
to 
disestablishment, 
that the conservatives forced the ques- 
tion to the front and arrayed them- 
eelves in favor of the 
established 
church. 
They derived immense aid 
from the Catholic clergy of Great 
Britian, headed bv Cardinal Newman. 
The more prominent clergy joined the 
conservatives in defending the church 
on the ground that any religion was bet- 
ter than no religion. That the establish 
ed church was one of England's greatest 
bulwarks against 
immorality, 
and 
that to save it from destruction was 
a moral duty; this but served to cement 
ties 
between 
the Oatholic 
Home 
Rulers and conseryatives, and to make 
the question of prime 
importance. 
The conservative leaders were inspired 
to renewed efforts and they 'have suc- 
ceeded in so forcing the fight, that 
the people of Great Britain are to-night 
thoroughly aroused and clearly divided 
on this exciting religious question and 
every clergyman has become for the 
time, a bitterly partisan politician on 
one of the two sides. 


The conservative Liberals are now 
doing their utmost to get the question 
remoyed from the canvass. 
The Lib 
eral associations are everywhere at 
tempting to discard it from the pro. 
gram of the party. 
It is more than 
probable, however, that the recogni- 
tion of their mistake has come too 
late. 
This statement is not meant to 
convey the idea that the Tories and 
Parnellites, combined, will beat the 
Liberals and Radicals in the number 
of 
candidates 
they 
will 
elect 
to 
the 
next 
parliament. 
As 
matters 
stand 
the 
Liberals 
will probably elect the greater number. 
But the Tory party has declared its in- 
tention to remain in power unless they 
are defeated by so large a majority, as 
to indicate an overwhelming public 
expression in favor of their retirement. 
Unless Mr. Gladstone can succeed in 
diminishing the advantage, which the 
Tories at present have in the religious 
issue, it were difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, for him to secure a majority large 
enough in the next parlament, to permit 
of his restoration to power. 
The dif- 
ficulties which lie in his way may be 
seen in the following: Of the thous- 
and and more Liberal candidates, now 
in the field, in Great Britain, four 
hundred and eighty 
are pledged to 
favor disestablishment. 
The constit- 
uencies contested by these candidates, 
will nearly all insist on their fidelity 
to 
the 
pledge. 
In 
Scotland the 
embarrassments, which lie in the ex- 
Premier's way, are particularly great. 
One thousand four hundred and seven- 
ty dissenting Scotch clergymen have 
signed an address to him declaring 
that they look to him to overthrow the 
state church. 
In this remarkable po- 
liticaladdress these Scotch 
ministers 
declare ' the time has come to sever 
the relations between church and state. 
Dissenting christians have refrained 
too loAg from making this contest and 
we now insist that the coming parlia- 
ment terminate the unjust and injari- 
ous connection." 


Mr. Joseph Chamberlain and Sir 
Charles Dilke, the Radical leaders, 
were privately urged by Mr. Glad- 
stone to placate the Scotch voters by 
promising 
to have disestablishment 
secured for them, if it be their will, 
eaviBg the question in England to be 
settled by future events. 
There is a 
great deal of anxiety to know what at- 
titude Mr. Gladstone will publicly as- 
sume on the question. 
He will speak 


of King 
Christian, 
of 
Denmark, 
and recently married Princess Marie, 
daughter of the Due De Chartes. Some 
gosssips pretend to see in the Czar's 
intrigues a design to win France away 
from her alliance with England and 
Italy on the Balkan question. It might 
please the monarchists of France, but 
it certainly displeases the Republicans 
and will cement their relations with 
England. 
It is said that the German 
Crown Prince Fredrick William, has 
become a warm supporter of Queen 
Victoria's contesting in favor of Prince 
Alexander. 
Russia, however, does not 
mean to be balked easily. The Czar,it is 
stated, has resolved in the event of fail- 
ing succeed in having Prince Alexander 
deposed, in favor of Prince Waldemar, 
to push the Duke of Leuchtenberg for- 
ward, for the Bulgarian throne. 
The 
duke is a brother-in-law of the late 
General Skobeloff and he would un- 
doubtedly work out the Russian inter- 
est in the Balkans, if he had the 
chance. 


Advices from Peking announce that 
the government desires Great Britian 
to annex Burmah and promises to co- 
operate with England in opening the 
country to foreign trade and in main- 
taining order along the Burmo-Chinese 
frontier. 
Prendergras's British expe- 
dition to Mandelay will reach that city 
within a fortnight and orders have 
been issued to allow King Thfbaw to 
make no delay in replying 
to the 
British ultimatim. 


The Burmese envoy to Paris, has in- 
formed Premier Salisbury that King 
Thebaw consents to permit British rep- 
resentatives to reside at Mandelay, 
with a small guard, but objects to his 
presence there with an escorte of 
thousand British troops. 
Lord Salis- 
bury refused to negotiat with the en- 
voy, because the latter has no creden- 
tials to England.

A N e w Supreme Court Rule. 
The supreme court has made the fol- 
lowing regulation regarding oral argu- 
ments: "Counsel asking an oral argu- 
m ent, shall state in the form of concise 
propositions tbe points which they pro- 
pose to argue and to each of the propo- 
sitions ijhall append the authorities relied 
upon as supporting it. 
This statement 
shall be printed or legibly written and a 
copy of it shall be mailed or delivered to 
the opposing counsel at least ten days 
before the time appointed for the oral 
argument. 
If counsel to whom such 
statement is mailed or delivered desire 
to orally argue the cause, they shall 
mail 
or deliver to the counsel 
on 
the opposite side 
of 
the 
case 
a 
statemeiit of proposition of like character, 
within five days after receipt of the other 
statement. 
The oral argument shall be 
confined to the discussion of the propo- 
sitions and authorities contained in the 
statements. 
The propositions shall be 
briefly stated and shall not be discussed 
in the statement of points, nor shall 
counsul read from written or printed 
briefs in discussing the propositions 
stated. 
The failure to notice or discuss 
in oral argument points properly made 
in the briefs shall not be deemed a waiver 
of snch points, but they will be fnlly 
considered in determining the causes. 
This rule shall be in force and effect 
after the first day of the November term 


1886.

Sudden Death of John McCul- 


lough, the Actor. 
Br Vategmph to Twm SwrnnoUi 


PHILADEIJHHIA, NOV. 9.—John McCul- 
lough, the actor, died at his rssidence in 
this city at 1:05 yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. McCullough's death, although not 
entirely unexpected, occurred suddenly, 
and was due, as Dr. Hugo Engle, his 
physician, says, to "an affection of the 
barin caused by blood-poisoning." 


Dr. Engle asserts that McCullough 
was not insane, and that it was a mistake 
to have him placed in the Bloomingdale 
insane asylum, where he was confined a 
number of weeks. 
He was brought to 
this city Sunday night, October 25, just 
two weeks ago, and taken to the res- 
idence of his family, where he died. 
At 
that time he recognized no one, not even 
his wife or his two sons, and had no con- 
trol of his muscles, except a little over 
those of his right arm. 
He regained the 
use of his limbs slowly. 
He continued 
in about this same condition until yes- 
terday. 


John McCullough was bom in Ire- 
land, in 1837, in the neighborhood of 
Londonderry. 
His father, after a life of 
improvidence, died while he was yet a 
boy, leaving him to the care of an uncle, 
At the age of sixteen, his uncle rid I'im- 
self of the responsibility of his support 
by shipping him to America with a 
steerage passage prepaid, and his porta- 
ble property swinging in a bundle from 
a stick. 
He was landed in New York, 
but soon drifted to Philadelphia. 
His 
early life in America was full of hard 
labor, with but few bright features. 
He 
began in Philadelphia with wheeling 
coal at the gas worJis, from which em- 
ployment he took to chair making. 
He 
had no education, but his intelligence 
was quick and his perceptions power- 
ful. 
The cup-inspired rantings of an old 
stage-struck chair maker first made him 
acquainted with dramatic literature, and 
he began to read Shakspeare on his own 
account. 
He joined an amateur dra- 
matic association, and 
in 1857 had 
achieved such a position in that body as 
to be permitted to play "Othello" with 
their support at the Callowhill street 
museum. 
Then followed his introduc- 
tion to great actors and phenomenal 
flight to fame.

Ex-congressman Edgerton, of Indiana, 
the senior member of the new civil ser- 
vice commission, is, it is tme, sixty-nine 
years old, but he is so well preserved 
that he has the appearance and vigor of 
fifty-nine. 
He is a man of medium 
height and excellent proportions, with a 
bright, open face between his white 
hair and white chin whiskers, and a re- 
markably fresh complexion. 
It it were 
not for his white hair you would not 
think him over fifty, for he moves and 
talks like a young man. 
When Chief- 
justice 
Waite 
was 
calling 
at 
the 
white 
house, 
one 
day 
last 
month, 
the president, 
speak- 
ing—as he is apt to do to a friend—of 
the subject uppermost in his mind, 
asked him to tame a man who would 
make a good civil service commissioner. 
Chief Justice Waite immediately named 
Edgerton. The president asked the chief 
justice to describe him, which he did, 
mentioning in the coarse of his descrip- 
tion that Edgerton was about seventy 
years old. 
The president, who believes 
in appointing none but vigorous men to 
office was afraid that Edgerton was too 
old for the office. 
But the chief justice 
assured him that Edgerton was as vigor- 
ous as ever and offered to have him come 
on and present himself before the pres- 
ident. 
The president always makes a 
personal examination of men who are 
recommended for office, when it is ^pos- 
sible to do so, and so this proposition 
pleased him. 
Chief Justice Waite tel- 
egraphed Mr. Edgerton, and the latter 
came on and called on tne president. 
The 
latter 
talked 
with 
him for 
some 
time 
and 
satisfied 
himself 
that Edgerton's powers were unimpaired 
and, at the same time, that he was just 
the man to be appointed a member of 
the civil service commission. 
Edgerton 
is a gentleman of the old school, with all 
the courtesy and' courtliness that much- 
used phrase implies. There is a peculiar 
grace in his manners and his movements. 
Ha is a thoroughly practical business 
man, who made more than $1,000,000 
before he stopped to rest, and a man of 
such high integrity that he paid over 
$500,000 to the creditors of his brother- 
in-law some years ago, although his 
legal obligation, was at the outside, 
$200,000. 
Edgerton is a civil service re- 
former of the most modern type; let 
there be no mistake about that. 
He is 
recognized in Indiana as the leader|of|the 
civil-service-reform 
democrats of the 
state. 
It was this fact more than any 
other that weighed down the scales of 
the president's judgment in his favor.

ALREADY, after their terrible experi- 
ence of cholera, the people of Valencia 
are making great preparations for the 
annual bull-fight. 
The bull-ring holds 
20,000 spectators, not including the 
many babies in arms carried there. 
Then there is to be a Te Deum, cele- 
brated with such pomp as to make it 
a popular amusement, and this is to be 
followed by the great annual fair. 
Those dead from cholera are utterly 
forgotten. 


A ctTTB Bostonian built two houses 
side by side, one for himself and one 
to sell. In the house sold he bad 
placed a furnace against the party-wall 
of the -cellar, and from its hot-air 
chamber he had constructed flues to 
heat his own domicile. The owner of 
fche other house found it very hard to 
keap his own house warm, and was as- 
tounded at the amount of coal it took 
to render his family comfortable, while 
the dishonest builder kept 
himself 
warm at his neighbor's expense nearly 
a whole winter before the trick was 
dificovered. 


T H E youngest newspaper owner in 
the United States is, we believe, Mr. 
McCime, of Buffalo. His initials are 
not given, because he has not yet in- 
dulged in the luxury of initials, but his 
name is McCune and he owns the 
Courier.

T H E MISSISSIPPI R I V E R IM- 
P R O V E M F N T . 


The Mississippi Eiver commission, 
one of whom is Judge R. S. Taylor, of 
this city, has just published its report, 
showing that the total amount expended 
on the river is nearly $5,000,000. Of 
this sum the larger half has been ex- 
pended in contracting the channel and 
the smaller half in securing and improv- 
ing the banks. 
The variations of depth 
in the Mississippi, as shown by the com- 
mission, are surprising. 
Between high 
and low water the difference is forty-five 
to fifty feet. At low water the depth on 
many bars of miles in extent does not 
exceed six ft-et, and these shallows alter- 
nate frequently with conclave bends 
where the water is from eighty to one 
hundred and twenty feet deep. These 
shallow bars are caused by excessive 
width in the stream. It is at these points 
that the great work of contraction is be- 
ing performed. 
As the bed of the river 
is contracted, the increased velocity of 
the current rapidly deepens the channel 
until the obstructions are removed. The 
commission is confronted by emergen- 
cies, threatening ruin or permanent in- 
juiy to two important cities. 
One of 
them, Memphis, has a street that is 
threatened by the river. 
The current 
swings heavily against the thoroughfare, 
wh ich is closely packed with costly 
business blocks. 
Many very serious 
breaches have already been made, and 
squares of costly blocks are partially un~ 
dermined. 
There is no measurement for 
the disaster that is impending and which, 
but for the interposition of the govern- 
ment, might have long ago been precipi- 
tated by a single freshet. 
With great 
promptness, and at a large exponse, the 
commision resorted to the expedient of a 
bank revetment with mattresses and 
for the [ resent the danger is averted 
though the work of permenaut fortifica- 
tion is still in progress and far from com- 
completion. The danger that threatens 
Vicksburg, though different, is ultimately 
of a still more fatal character. The river 
as it aijproaches the city, forms a great 
loop the shape ot a long, narrow horse- 
shoe, with Vicksburg at the toe of the 
shoe. At the base of this curve the neck 
of land separating the waters above and 
below, across from heel to heel of the 
shoe, is rapidly being severed. 
Should 
this severance be completed, the channel 
of the river wiU be instantly changed 
and straightened, Vicksburg will be left 
six or eight miles inland on her sterile 
bluffs, doomed to ruin as complete and 
dismal as that of Antioch. To avert this 
catastrophe the commission has inter- 
posed, at heavy cost, and the bank at 
Delta point, has already securely reveted 
and still more powerful defensive works 
are projected. 


A 
CHEMICAL examination of water 
brought up from great depths in the 
Mediterranean proves, as suspected, 
that the deep sea water is more salt 
than that at the surface, though noth- 
ing can be found to show the existence 
of a bed of salt at the bottom to pro- 
duce such extra saturation; in fact, 
strata of water of less density are met 
with below those of greater density. 
Thus it appears that the outer current 
in large part carries with it the excess 
of salt produced by the surface evapo- 
ration, the cause of the circulation be- 
ing due, it is believed, to hydrostatic 
action purely. 
That is, the water of 
the Mediterranean is continually losing 
by evaporation a larger amount than is 
returned to it by rains or rivers, and, 
consequently, the inflow from the At- 
lantic must take place to keep up the 
level. If this inflow consisted of fresh 
water, the total quantity of salt in the 
Mediterranean would remain the same, 
and the density, therefore, would un- 
dergo no increase; but, as the upper 
current of salt water brings in a certain 
quantity of salt in addition to that 
which the Mediterranean basin previ- 
ously contained, the density of this 
water is increased, and a column of it 
reaching to any given depth becomes 
heavier than a corresponding column oi 
Atlantic water, the excess of downward 
pressure consequently disjjlaeing the 
lower portion of the column of water, 
which will flow outward as an under 
current.
